ANNUAL  REPORT 
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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the  Town  is  in  good 
financial  condition  with  no  outstanding  debt. 

During  the  past  year  the  proposed  layout  on  Padelford 
Street  was  not  undertaken  as  plans  were  not  available  in  time. 
Plans  have  now  been  provided  and  the  project  will  be  started 
at  an  early  date.  The  increased  estimated  cost  will  require  the 
Town  to  provide  an  additional  sum  of  $1,500.00,  making  a 
total  of  $4,500.00  as  the  Town’s  share.  The  State  has  allotted 
the  sum  of  $9,000.00  and  the  County  $4,500.00,  for  a total  of 
$18,000.00  for  the  project. 

During  the  coming  year  we  shall  complete  the  work 
started  on  Friend  Street,  the  work  being  done  under  Chapter 
81.  We  also  recommend  appropriations  to  be  made  for  the 
repair  of  Burt  and  Grinnell  Streets.  This  will  be  further  ex- 
plained at  the  Annual  Business  Meeting. 

This  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a sum  of  money 
for  repairs  of  the  Town  Hall,  especially  the  roof,  and  we 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  500.00  for  this  work  we  also 
recommend  that  the  Town  provide  the  sum  of  $450.00  for  the 
painting  of  the  Berkley  and  Dighton  Bridge.  This  work  to  be 
done  under  Chapter  90  — the  State  and  County  having  pro- 
vided a like  amount. 

It  will  be  necessary  in  the  coming  year  to  appoint  a Board 
of  Registrars  as  the  registered  voters  are  now  over  600,  and 
the  Statutes  require  such  a Board  to  be  appointed. 

We  shall  continue  to  do  all  we  can  to  keep  expenditures 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost  consistent  with  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Finance  Committee  and  all  others  who  have  co-operated  with 
us  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town  business.

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SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Supervisor  for  the  year  1948, 
I must  draw  your  attention  to  the  ever  increasing  cost.  While 
the  case  load  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  is  the  same 
as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  cost  per  case  has  increased 
through  the  increase  authorized  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.  Total  expenditures  for  Old  Age  Assistance 
through  1948  has  been  $29,498.55  as  compared  with  $26,716.26 
for  1947,  an  increase  of  $2,782.29. 

The  case  load  under  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  Law 
as  of  January  1,  was  3 cases.  One  was  closed  early  in  the 
year,  and  one  other  through  a change  in  the  status  of  the  case 
cost  considerably  less,  with  the  result  that  our  total  cost  for 
the  year  has,  been  $1,787.03  as  against  $3,264.67  for  the  year 
1947,  a decrease  of  $1,477.64. 

Expenditures  for  Temporary  Aid  were  $3,161.82  as  com- 
pared with  $1,472.67  for  1947,  an  increase  of  $1,689.15.  Ad- 
ministration cost  for  all  categories  totalled  $882.01,  an  in- 
crease of  $137.79  for  the  past  year. 

In  the  past  year,  Miss  Atterhurv  resigned  as  Clerk,  hav- 
ing taken  a permanent  position  in  Boston.  We  were  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  acquire  the  services  of  Miss  Ruth  Avery  who  is 
doing  excellent  Avork. 

' At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  as 
members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  our  former 
Clerk,  Miss  Atterbury,  and  Miss  Avery  our  present  Clerk  for 
their  fine  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

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TOWN  MEETINGS,  1948 

Seven  town  meetings  were  held  in  1948.  These  were  the 
annual  business  meeting  March  1,  the  annual  town  election 
March  15,  the  presidential  primaries  April  27,  a special  town 
meeting  April  29,  the  state  primaries  September  14,  the  state 
election  November  2,  and  a special  town  meeting  November 
15. 


TOWN  PAPERS  RECORDED  IN  1948 

Papers  recorded  in  the  clerk’s  office  in  1948  included  the 
warrants  for  the  seven  meetings  and  the  records  of  these 
meetings ; the  record  of  oaths  of  office  administered  by  the 
town  clerk ; the  organization  of  the  selectmen,  including  the 
welfare  and  health  boards ; the  appointments  by  the  selectmen 
and  the  salaries  set  by  them  for  their  appointees ; the  appoint- 
ments to  the  Finance  Committee ; and  the  results  of  the  several 
elections. 

No  amendments  to  the  town’s  by-laws  were  made  in  1948. 

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

As  of  Jan.  1,  1948,  there  were  606  names  on  the  town’s 
voting  list.  In  1948,  89  names  were  added,  and  47  names  were 
removed.  This  left  648  names  on  the  list  at  the  close  of  1948, 
while  for  the  biennial  state  election  in  1948,  649  persons  were 
registered  voters.  The  growing  number  of  Berkley  residents 
is  reflected  in  the  vote  cast  at  that  election;  525  voters  casting 
their  ballots  for  a new  record  vote  in  the  town.

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from  November 
9,  1947  to  October  23,  1948,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of 
a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  Accounts.

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from 
November  9,  1947,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
October  23,  1948,  the  following  report  being  submitted  there- 
on : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  books  of  the  accounting  officer  and  the 
treasurer. 

The  accounting  officer’s  ledgers  were  analyzed.  The 
appropriations  and  transfers  were  compared  with  the  town 
clerk’s  record  of  financial  votes  passed  in  town  meetings  and 
with  the  finance  committee’s  records  of  transfers  from  the  re- 
serve fund,  and  a balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  town  on  October  23,  1948,  was  prepared  and  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  com- 
pared with  the  various  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were  compared 
with  the  accounting  officer’s  books  and  with  the  treasury  war- 
rants approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  October  23,  1948  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  re- 
conciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received 
from  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified. 
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The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  amounts  transferred  from  the  tax 
levies  to  the  tax  title  account  were  reconciled  with  the  tax 
collector’s  accounts,  the  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  re- 
demptions of  tax  titles  and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer’s  receipts.  The  tax  titles  and  tax 
possessions  were  further  verified  by  checking  with  the  records 
in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise, 
and  assessment  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  pre- 
vious examination  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were 
audited  and  compared  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collec- 
tion. The  recorded  collections  were  checked  and  compared 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
accounting  officer’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by 
sending  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
ort  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  re- 
ceived thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  cor- 
rect. 

The  records  of  charges  for  departmental  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  examined.  The  recorded  collections  were 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  Avere  listed  and  proved. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were 
checked  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the 
State  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  police,  school,  and 
library  departments,  were  checked  in  detail.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  de- 
partments was  proved  by  actual  count. 
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In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  de- 
partmental accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Town  has  been  fortunate  again  this  past  year  in  the 
small  amount  of  damage  caused  by  fires,  not  only  in  regard  to 
forest  fires,  but  also  in  regard  to  buildings. 

The  Department  has  received  in  the  past  year  approxi- 
mately 30  calls,  5 of  which  were  for  buildings  of  low  value, 
the  remainder  for  grass  and  woods  fire.  The  prompt  action 
of  the  Department  in  answering  calls  resulted  in  the  saving  of 
valuable  acres  of  woodland. 

It  is  necessary  gradually  to  build  up  our  Department,  and 
in  the  past  year  we  have  added  a new  pump  on  our  tank  truck 
which  has  increased  its  efficiency  considerably,  also  200  feet 
of  hose.  More  hose  is  badly  needed  and  other  equipment 
which  we  intend  to  purchase  this  year.  We  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $1,500.00  for  the  coming  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
of  Mr.  Burt,  State  Deputy  Forest  Warden,  and  our  own 
Deputies  and  all  others  who  have  co-operated  in  carrying  out 
the  duties  of  this  office.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WEAN  at  7 :05  a.  m.  and  8 :20  a.  m.  and  over  Radio 
Station  WBZ  at  7 :05  a.  m.,  7 :30  a.  m.,  and  8 :30  a.  m.  Parents 
are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advis- 
able. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of 
those  living-  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are 
filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Berkley.  Incorporated  here- 
in is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee.  Only  the 
most  pertinent  information  is  set  forth  here.  Further  details 
will  be  furnished  by  the  School  Office  to  any  who  might  be 
interested. 

Personnel 

During  the  year  we  had  only  one  change  in  our  teaching 
staff.  Mrs.  Florence  Brown  a graduate  of  Bridgewater 
Teachers’  College,  was  chosen  by  the  School  Committee  as  a 
teacher  at  the  Berkley  School  to  replace  Miss  Katherine 
Rogers  who  resigned.  Mrs.  Brown  who  teaches  grades  three 
and  four  has  had  twelve  years  of  teaching  experience  in 
Swansea  in  addition  to  substitute  experience  in  Taunton.  Miss 
Kula  was  transferred  to  the  second  and  third  grade  room. 

In  order  that  Berkley  might  be  able  to  keep  its  teaching 
force  intact  the  School  Committee  on  November  24,  1948  ap- 
proved an  increase  of  $200.  for  each  teacher  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1949,  with  a further  increment  of  $200.  in  Septem- 
ber of  1949.  As  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
Berkley  must  pay  a salary  scale  comparable  to  that  paid  in 
Taunton  if  it  wishes  to  retain  the  present  staff  and  if  it  wishes 
to  maintain  the  standards  of  efficiency  that  now  exist.  Failure 
to  recognize  the  seriousness  of  the  problem  and  refusal  to  make 
the  adjustments  necessary  will  affect  the  progress  of  all  the 
pupils  of  Berkley.  The  effect  on  the  tax  rate  will  be  discussed 
under  the  financial  section  of  this  report,  but  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  must  always  bear  in  mind  that  the  situation  is  not 
one  that  can  be  viewed  in  terms  of  what  should  be  paid  to 
teachers,  but  in  terms  of  what  must  be  paid.  Statewide  and 
nationwide  the  teacher  shortage  is  worse  than  ever  and  many 
communities  such  as  Berkley  that  have  a relatively  low  per 
capita  valuation  must  make  a supreme  effort  to  retain  those 
teachers  who  have  proven  themselves  to  be  of  a superior  type 
or  lose  them  to  other  communities.  The  possibility  of  replace- 
ment with  personnel  of  equal  ability  is  almost  hopeless. 
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Financial 

This  year  the  Town  received  in  reimbursements  from  the 
State  on  account  of  Schools  the  sum  of  $16,346.41.  The  School 
Department  turned  back  to  the  Town  the  sum  of  $778.24,  mak- 
ing* the  net  cost  of  school  operation  $17,088.05. 

The  amended  Chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws  which  was 
passed  by  the  1948  Legislature  replaces  the  reimbursements 
formerly  received  as  high  school  tutition  and  those  received 
under  General  School  Fund  Statements  Part  I and  Part  II. 
According  to  Section  10  of  this  Act,  "school  committees  shall 
annually,  in  submitting  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money 
necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  schools,  include  their 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  school  aid  the  town, will  receive 
under  this  Chapter,  and  of  other  reimbursements  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  Commonwealth  on  account  of  the  support  of 
schools.  In  making  recommendations  for  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  schools,  the  finance  committees  of  towns  and 
similar  committees  in  cities  shall  specify  the  estimated  amount 
to  be  received  as  such  school  aid  or  reimbursements  from  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation". 

Berkley  will  receive  more  money  from  the  Commonwealth 
in  1949  on  account  of  schools  than  it  received  in  1948  because 
of  this  new  law.  From  the  information  that  we  have,  Tax 
Commissioner  Long  is  allowing  considerably  more  on  his  so- 
called  "cherry  sheet"  for  the  Town  than  was  allowed  last 
year  as  estimates  of  income  to  be  used  in  figuring  the  tax  rate. 
All  income  must,  by  statute  go  into  the  town  treasury,  but  may 
be  used  with  tax  income  to  meet  appropriations  made  at  the 
Town  Meeting. 

Several  bills  providing  for  further  State  Aid  for  educa- 
tion will  be  presented  to  the  1949  Legislature  for  considera- 
tion. Such  legislation  would  assist  Berkley  considerably.  The 
original  bill  of  1948  was  so  changed  that  many  of  the  small 
towns  benefitted  but  little.  A federal  Aid  Bill  for  education  on 
an  equalization  basis  will  be  presented  to  the  United  States 
Congress  and  will  have  a good  chance  of  passage.  This  Bill 
will  particularly  benefit  the  poorer  states. 

Cut  of  the  118  towns  in  the  State  with  populations  under 
5000  and  not  maintaining  a high  school,  only  in  eight  is  the 
amount  of  taxes  paid  per  capita  less  than  in  Berkley. 
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School  Plant 

The  following  repairs  and  improvements  were  under- 
taken during-  1948: 

1.  Painting  of  ceiling  in  Mrs.  Unsworth’s  room. 

2.  Painting  of  window  sashes  and  casings  in  three 
rooms  and  painting  of  auditorium  walls. 

3.  Replacement  of  water  pump  with  one  of  greater 
capacity. 

4.  Re-setting  of  flagpole. 

5.  Purchase  of  ten  new  desks. 

6.  Purchase  of  liquid  duplicating  machine. 

7.  Replacement  of  sections  of  school  fence. 

8.  Cleaning  and  repair  of  furnaces. 

9.  New  outside  door  of  auditorium. 

10.  Replacement  of  urinal  waterpipes  in  boys’  basement. 

1 1 . General  minor  repairs. 

For  years  we  have  needed  a drinking  fountain  in  the  west 
hall  of  the  building.  At  the  present  time  the  children  in  Mrs. 
Unsworth’s  room  either  have  to  pass  through  other  class 
rooms  or  go  downstairs  and  across  the  basement  to  get  a 
drink.  The  installation  of  such  a drinking  fountain  would 
cost  $138.00  but  it  seems  that  providing  adequate  drinking 
facilities  must  wait  until  installation  costs  come  down. 

General 

The  moving  picture  projector  that  was  purchased  by  the 
Woman’s  Club  is  available  for  use  in  the  Berkley  School.  The 
availability  of  this  machine  will  make  is  possible  to  expand 
our  audio-visual  aids  program  appreciably.  The  gift  of  a radio 
for  the  school  has  also  helped  out  our  program.  The  purchase 
of  cloth  for  blackout  curtains  has  made  it  possible  to  show 
films  at  any  time.  Previously,  adequate  results  could  be  at- 
tained on  dark  days  only. 

The  School  Committee  was  able  to  find  but  one  company 
interested  in  bidding  on  our  coal  contract.  The  Pratt  Coal 
Company,  the  concern  that  has  supplied  for  the  past  few  years 
was  awarded  the  contract  for  its  bid  of  $18.60  per  ton.  This 
included  the  cleaning  of  the  furnaces. 

Our  dental  clinic  is  a definite  sign  of  progress  in  the 
school.  This  program  is  for  all  of  the  pupils  in  the  school. 
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Those  who  can  afford  it  pay  one  dollar  per  operation.  Those 
who  cannot  pay  are  taken  care  of  at  no  cost.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  be  on  welfare  to  receive  free  treatment  as  we  recog- 
nize that  there  are  children  who  are  borderline  cases  and  must 
be  taken  care  of.  It  is  definitely  not  a charity  clinic  but  one 
that  is  set  up  to  encourage  dental  care  of  all  of  the  children. 

Conclusion 

Although  many  of  the  improvements  in  the  Berkley 
School  have  come  about  through  many  difficulties,  it  seems 
that  after  they  have  become  an  established  fact  the  towns- 
people are  enthusiastic  about  them.  We  should  continue  to 
endeavor  to  provide  as  harmonious  surroundings  as  possible 
and  as  good  an  education  as  the  times  allow. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  wish  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  townspeople  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  past  year  and  solicit  their  support  for 
the  education  of  the  children  of  Berkley  during  the  coming 
years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Superintendent  John  J.  Rolfe 
Berkley,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe : 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  nurse  for  the 
Town  of  Berkley. 

Health  is  a state  of  complete  physical,  mental  and  social 
well-being  and  not  merely  the  absance  of  diseases  or  infirmity. 
In  this  coming  year  may  we  all  strive  for  better  health. 

A physical  examination  was  given  to  every  pupil  by 
Charles  M.  Souza,  M.  D.  These  periodic  examinations  are  im- 
portant and  are  made  to  inform  parents  of  defects  which  need 
correcting.  Swollen  glands  and  large  and  infected  tonsils 
were  outstanding  defects  found. 

Posture  is  a growing  problem.  The  time  to  form  good 
habits  of  posture  is  when  we  are  young  and  pliable.  The 
teachers  are  stressing  correct  posture  throughout  the  school. 
It  is  our  aim  to  have  every  pupil  posture-conscious. 

A vision  test  was  given  to  every  pupil.  Six  pupils  had 
difficulty  with  the  test.  The  parents  were  notified  and  all  six 
pupils  were  taken  to  an  optometrist  for  a thorough  examina- 
tion. Five  of  the  pupils  needed  glasses.  The  sixth  pupil  had 
a muscular  defect  which  can  be  corrected  at  this  time  with- 
out glasses.  It  was  very  gratifying  to  both  the  teachers  and 
myself  to  have  such  prompt  response  by  the  parents. 

The  diphtheria  preventive  clinic  was  not  as  well  attended 
as  in  previous  years.  Diphtheria  immunization  is  very  largely 
responsible  for  the  fact  that  both  case  rate  and  death  rate  from 
this  disease  are  now  only  one  twentieth  as  high  as  they  were 
thirty  years  ago.  We  should  be  profoundly  grateful  that  a 
way  has  been  found  to  save  so  many  lives.  A diphtheria 
prevention  clinic  will  be  held  in  the  early  spring.  Be  wise! 
Immunize.  Be  sure  your  child  is  protected. 

I am  glad  to  report  the  dental  clinic  is  running  smoothly. 
Forty-three  children  have  had  all  dental  work  completed.  The 
floride  sodium  treatment  to  prevent  tooth  decay  is  available 
to  pupils  in  the  third  and  sixth  grades.  I hope  every  pupil  will 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  Tooth  decay  usually  be- 
gins by  neglect.  The  mouth  provides  the  warmth,  moisture 
and  nourishment  which  are  needed  by  bacteria  to  reproduce. 
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Correct  eating  habits,  careful  cleaning  and  regular  visits  to 
your  dentist  will  largely  avoid  future  trouble.  The  dental 
clinic  is  a necessary  part  of  our  school  health  program  and  is 
a step  forward  towards  better  health. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  the 
1948  March  of  Dimes  Campaign  was  a success  in  Berkley. 
One  hundred  and  eight  dollars  ($108.00)  was  collected  by  the 
pupils.  This  was  an  excellent  job  and  we  can  all  be  proud  of 
the  record  and  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  were  so  willing  to 
do  the  work. 

I feel  more  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  preventive 
aspect  of  school  health  work.  It  is  a very  difficult  task  to  deal 
with  health  problems  through  the  school  unless  the  home  is 
brought  more  closely  into  the  school  health  program.  I hope 
that  it  will  be  possible  for  me  to  make  more  home  visits  next 
year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  school  committee  and  the 
parents  for  their  interest  in  the  school  health  program.  The 
cooperation  is  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

Superintendent  John  J.  Rolfe 
Berkley,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Music 
Supervisor  in  the  schools  of  Berkley. 

Although  music  is  not  required  by  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, yet  thinking  people  everywhere  have  come  to  recog- 
nize its  educational  value  to  the  child,  ancl  so  it  has  become 
a necessary  subject  in  the  school  curriculum.  Unfortunately, 
in  most  rural  schools,  it  is  limited  to  just  class  room  instruc- 
tion from  a song  book.  There  is  no  time  allowed  for  a broader 
knowledge  of  music  appreciation  through  the  use  of  the  phono- 
graph. This  is  not  the  case  with  Berkley,  however,  where  this 
work  is  carried  on  regularly  every  two  weeks  and  the  selections 
employed  have  been  those  adapted  to  the  age  and  grade  of  the 
child.  There  is  no  more  fascinating  study  nor  more  cultural 
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than  the  art  of  music.  Pupils  hearing  any  of  the  selections 
over  the  radio  recognize  old  and  familiar  friends.  A teacher 
remarked  to  the  supervisor  recently  after  listening  to  a lesson 
on  Grieg’s  PEER  GYNT,  "How  much  more  the  music  means 
when  you  know  the  story  back  of  it  all.”  Certainly  the  music 
of  the  great  masters  would  not  have  lived  through  the  years 
if  it  had  not  had  intrinsic  value.  What  we  sing  our  children 
will  sing.  They  are  not  born  with  bad  tastes  but  often  have  it 
thrust  upon  them. 

Gretchen,  in  Germany,  scrubbing  her  floor  is  singing 
tunes  from  Wagner ; the  street  boy  in  Rome  is  whistling 
Verdi’s  musics.  Why  should  the  American  child  be  filled  with 
the  syrupy  masterpices  of  mawkish  sentimentality,  here  today 
and  gone  tomorrow.  Who,  today  is  singing  "Let  Me  Put  My 
Arms  About  You”  ? But  we  still  hear  that  beautiful  tribute 
of  love,  "Drink  To  Me  Only  With  Thine  Eyes.” 

Children  of  the  lower  grades  have  used  the  rhythm  band, 
sometimes  orchestrating  the  songs  they  have  learned.  Older 
pupils  using  the  instruments  have  had  sheet  music  and 
learned  some  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  orchestral  score.  They 
all  respond  enjoyably  to  these  lessons. 

The  four  upper  grades  are  learning  the  building  of  the 
major  scales  and  how  keys  are  established.  They  recognize  the 
reason  for  the  peculiar  melodies  of  those  countries  whose 
music  is  based  on  the  five-tone  scale  instead  of  the  eight. 

All  the  classes  have  followed  the  prescribed  course  of 
study.  In  the  first  grade  the  supervisor  experimented  on  the 
possible  ability  of  the  children  in  tonic  chord  writing  from 
dictation.  A most  gratifying  result  was  seen.  Some  children 
work  with  ease  and  flash-like  speed  in  placing  "do-mi-sol”  on 
the  staff.  To  work  at  the  board  is  always  a joy  to  the  child  ; 
it  holds  the  attention  of  those  in  the  seats,  and  reveals  to  the 
teacher  where  help  is  most  needed. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  me 
such  courteous  co-operation  this  past  year.
